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where that was found he gives a Figure of it like a Mtii- 
bery: and as Gal. Fab. Hildanus well obferves. In hit-

V. Fart of a Letter from Mr. O&avian Pulleyn, 
dated , Rome March s 6 1 6 ^ 6 , giving an 
account of an Infcription there found in. the 
Language of the Palmereni 5 and another in 
the Etrufcan Language found on an old Zb me, 

D R. Halifax calling here in his return home from 
Aleppo , I had the honour of his acquaintance. 
Among other things, he told me he was to fearch for 
an Infcription in the Language of the Palmereni menti¬ 
oned by Dr. Spots in his Mifellanea Fol. p. 3. and defi¬ 
ned my Affiftance, w’hich I readily offer’d him; but 
Dr. Spots faying only that it was in Rome, we were to 
feek, and the Weather being very bad (it being Winter) 
our enquiry was fruitlefs. At his departure he enjoyn’d 
me to find it out if I could. Hearing Sig r - Fabretti 
Canon of St. Feted s was publifliing a Book of Old In- 
fcriptions, I waited upon him, and by him was fully 
inform’d to my purpofe. He lent me aifo a Draught 
of it, and faid no Perfon elfe had had it to Copy bat 
one Grodeick of Dantzig. I was w r eil pleas’d with the 
information, and Paper I had got, but not fatisfied till 
I had compared it with the Original. I went as I was 

L11 1 directed 
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directed to the Finea Cefarini about a Mile without the 
Porto del Popolo. But notwithftanding ail my pains 
could not find it; fome days after, upon a fecond 
fearch I found it, and upon comparing Signior Fahretti’s 
Copy found it not exadt ; wherefore 1 took a wet Paper, 
and having firft clear’d the Letters with a Bodkin, laid 
it on the Characters, and prefiing it with my Hand¬ 
kerchief took it off very fair, then letting k dry went 
over it with my Pen. I fend you the very Paper as you 
will perceive by the reverfe ; and if it prove ufeful to 
you, I am very glad. On the top of the Cyprefs which 
is upon one of the fides of the Marble, there is a Label 
for an Infcription, tho’ nothing upon it ; and juft below 
it on the left fide, part of a Boy appears out of the 
Tree with a Lamb upon his Shoulders, which is omit¬ 
ted in Dr. Spon : And by the difference you’l fee betwixt 
this that i fend, and that in Dr. Spon, from Gruter; 
you will perceive the latter taken rather by Imitation 
than by Stamp, and fo lefsCertain; or elfe how much it 
has fuffer’d by Tranfcriptions. It (the Stone) appear’d 
to me to have remain’d unmolefted for fome time, be- 
caufe from the Ground, the Infcription was overrun 
with Ivy, the Wood of which had crept into the Let^ 
ters, and over the Gryphons and Figures above it. — 
This Vineyard belongs "to Duke Cefarini lying on the 
fide of a Hill, in which there were feveral Grottos, 
and Figures of Saints placed. Before the Premium'for 
vifiting of the Seven Churches was eftablifh’d, this 
place was much frequented by People for their diver- 
ffon, and devotions in the Evenings. And to entertain 
the Learned, and for Ornament of the place ; many 
Old Inscriptions in Marble were brought and fixt here, 
and this amongft others.

Qlla ojfaria , with Paintings, Inscriptions in Latin and 
the Old Etrujcan Language and Chara&ers, which was 
taken by him and cut in Brats.—— Seignior Fabretti 
told me he had at ieaflt Fifty large Infcnptions in that 
Language Cent him from feveral places in Tufcany , and 
gave me. two, one in the Etrufcan Characters, the o- 
ther Roman , and withal laid, that he defign’d to leave 
them out of the Book he was publifhing, becaufe he 
muft be forc’d to have them done in Brafs, or have 
Characters cut on purpofe, which was too phargeable, 
and the words were unintelligible. 

On the backfide of the Infcription, I (end you another 
Infcription on an Old Urn in the Etrufcan Language the 
Character feems to be not much unlike the Runick.
